The Lancesvarteisehule (State varty school) of the SED for 
Saxony is located in Cttendorf. One of the earliest courses 
given there vas from January through March 1°46, at which 
time 160 students, vartly from the KPD and partly from the 


SED particirated. Fgon Rentsch vas hea@ of the school until 


June 1948, when he wes sueceeded by Linus Hamann, (Rentsch 
then became a Stadtrat in the Dresden government in charge 
of cultural affairs, but left in August 1949 to attend a 
course at the Yarl Harx Bochachule.5 The school has eight 
vermanent teachers on its staff, the names of four of whom

directors, These courses are usuaily relatively short, and 
normally are attended by selected groups, as for exatple, 
school teachers, party cultural vorkers, trade union organs 
izers, etc.

Dresden now hes a ponulation of 450,000. Lordemeyor (Oberbuerger- 
meister) is Walter “eidauer, who is at the same time a member 

of the political secretariat of the Dresden SED, and heed of 

the Dresden branch of the Society for German~Russian Friendéshin.

Thus the SED has filled the number 1 and 2 slots in the derart-. 
ments of personnel and of culture (propaganda), end has either 
the number 1 or the number 2 slots in all the other devartments 
with the excertion of economics ane public health. The 
Economies Denartment, be it ioted, concerns itself oniy with 
private enternrise, a sector of eastern German economy which 
is ranidly Ccwindling to the vanishing point.

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9. Saxony Control Commissions. 


The Saxony Land Control Commission (Landeskontrol.1-Komuission) 
was headed by Fritz Grosse (SED) until 1 Yovember 1949, at 
which time he was slate@ to become ambassador to Czechoslovakia. 
Grosse had vreviously been head of the Personnel Section of 
the SED for Saxonv. The Dreséen city Control Commission is 
headed by. Horst Naake (SED), but consists of only three men, 
25X1 The letter has no rerutation 
for either great efTiciency or Tor injustice. Most of the 
actual control work is carried out by the Land Control 
Commission. 


10. The KYU (Konmutelwirtschaftliche Unternehmen, or municival public 
utilities) is a socialized unit set un as a corvoration at public 
law. It comorises the folloring sections in Dresden: 


1) The electricity, gas, and water vorks (the former DREWAG) , 
with ca. 4,0CC employees. 


2) The city street car lines, vith ce. 5,0CC emnloyers. 


3) A construction office which does the major rert of public 
construction in Dresden, with ca. 4,800 employees. 


A) A reconstruction office, mainly engaged in city planning, 
with 60 emnloyees. 


5) The city vrinting rress (Ratsdruckerei), with 4CC employers. 


6). The municival farms and gardens, with 400 emvloyees. 


7) The municipal laundry, with 20C employees. 

8) The municival mortuery, with 3CO employees. 

9) The city vavn shops, vith 2C employees. 

10) The city market halle, with 30 emnloyees. 
11) The city zceological garden, with 2C employees. 
12) The enidemic control office with 3C employees. 


13) The city ratchman service (“ach und Schutz) with 150 
employees. 


14) Hotels and restaurantes office (includes all major hotels 
and restaurants in Tresden) with 5¢O employees. 


15) Municival central steam-heating plan” with 30 emrloyees. 
16) Administration of city-owned dwellings with 50 employees. 
17) he technicel vorkshon with 150 emnlovecs. 


18) The reform school-workshon for juvenile felinguents, with 
4CQ emnloyees. 


19) The city slaughter houce with 1£0 emrloyees. 
20) The city werehouse, with 2C employees. 
21) The municinal bath houses: with 100 employees. 


23) The office for the efminis*retion cf exnositions with 
SO employees. 


23) The city ourchasing office, vith AC employees~ concerned 
oniy with nurchasing for the KYU, 
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This complex, rhich wav set up in Dresden, as in most other 
cities in eastern Cermany, in January 1°49 in accordance with 
directives drawn up at the D'K (Deutsche “irtschaftskommission 
in Berlin’) is administered by a cowicil (Vervaltungsrat) of 
eighteen members, tvelve of whon, inclrding Loré-Mayor “eidaver, 
are Members of the SED, vith three from the CDU and three from 
the LTr.

In practice, 
are source noints out, i? is often subordinated to the needs of 
the SED and occasionally to those of the Russians. Source 
comments: "The resolutions of the SED Tresden secretariat, 
transmitted to the KU thmugh the permanent SED renresentative 
in the K"U, have been of purely political import, designed to 
gein orestige for the SED by forcing through pleasing but 
economically unsound measures. (The K"l Cirective was origin- 
ally drafted by Tr. Kallmayer (SED), assistant to “illy Rumpf 
in the Administration for Avditing and Trusteeshin, and by 


‘Lore-Mayor “eicanuer.) Examples of such unsound practices 


follows 


a. Scarcely four weeks after the K¥U was set up, in January 
1949, the SED Dresden demanded and received from the KW 
Sreacury 5,0CC DM for use in verty vork. 


b. The SFD then required the KTU to set up 9 factory called 
Mibaulit by 1 May 1°49 for the purnose of manufecturing 
a cement substitute cut of blast furnace slag and soft 
coal filter ash mixed vith candstone. The aim was to be 
able to provide the reople of Presden with a cheap roofing 
material for the repair of bombed-out houses, thus 
achieving a degrce of vopularity for the SED.. The roofing 
tiles thus Ceveloped were, however, of such poor quality 
that they very quickly began to disintegrate, and it has 
already become necessary to remove them from the houses 
to avoid injury to nassere-by. 


c. Next the Soviet commandant of Presden required the KRU to 
construct two hotels in the vicinity of the Komendatura 
for the use of the SMA. The cost to the KVU was 200,000 Ti. 


d. The Dresden slaughter house (vart of the KYU) is reqvired 
to Celiver to the SMA by the end of 1949 1.2 million DM 
worth of meat. This money will probably be reimbursed 
after a neriod cf months, but the cast of the actual labor 
invoived in the slaughtering of the animals must be borne 
by the KU [resden. 


The above and similar examples all add uv to a deficit of about 
four million TM for the year 1°49, 


The real proverties of the KWU Dresden are valued at 540 million 
DM, while the derreciated velue is currently reckoned at 
25¢ million. 


Conclusion. In co»etusion it may be stated that as far as 
Germans ere concerned, the three peorle who exercise Cecisive 
control over the entire economic, nolitical., and cultural life 
of Dresden are: 

1) Adelbert Hengst, the first secretary ef the Dresden SED. 

2) “nrlter Weidever, the Lord-Meyor of Dresden. 

3) Otto Schoen. the head of the Orvenization Section 

of the Sarony SED. 
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
